The Alabamians Becoming Tired of the Long 
Delay of the President—Dr. Arnold 
Probably Deteated. 

-WasuiInarox. May 28.—[Special.[— Presi- 
dent Harrison is aftiicted with many relatives, 
and thev are all coming rapidly to the front 
North Carolina republicans, who are engaged 
in a contlict for possession of the two internal 
revenue offices of that state, complain that tie 
president's democratic ‘cousins are interfering 
in the fight, and they indignantly resent the 
intrusion.

THERE IS NO END TO THE ROW 
President Harrison has brought upon himself 
in the selection of General Beverly Tucker as 
one of the special envoys to go to Hayti. It 
was after midnight last night, and after the 
appointment of Tucker and Wallace had been 
sent to the country, a messenger was sent from 
the white house in hot haste to have the an- 
nouncement withdrawn as ‘‘premature.’’ Just 
exactly what caused the conviction of prema- 
turity, unless it had been the recovery of the 
white house copy of ‘‘The Assassination of 
President Lincoln and the Trial of the Con- 
spirators,’’ published in 1865 by Ben Pittman, 
who reported the proceedings that contain so 
much abont the conduct of Mr. Beverly Tucker, 
it is impossible to ascertain. The murmuring 
about the appointment of Jeiferson Davis’sco- 
conspirator was loud, but it was not 
imagined that it would be hearl at the white 
house before this morning. There was a 
prodigious fuss made by the opponents of Mr. 
Cleveland, because they had been able to show 
the president, in the course of a week, that he 
had made a dreadful mistake about the rebe! 
flags. President Harrison seems to have made 
his blunder and discovered it in the space of 
four hours.

A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Two Freight Trains Telescope on the Housa- 
tonic Railroad 

BripGreort, Conn,, May 28.—A_ special 
freight train from this city collided with the 
regular Albany freight, bound south, on the 
Housatonic railroad about 4:50 this morning, 
one mile from Bull station, causing a disas- 
trous wreck. Both trains came together with 
a terrible crash, wrecking the engines into 
a shapeless mass, telescoping two fruit cars on 
the up train aud derailing nine other cars. 
Engineer William B. Look, of Great Barring- 
ton, Mass.. who had charge uf the engine of 
the up train, was crushed todeath. His re- 
mains were found buried in the coal of his ten- 
der. Chorles Olds, a brakeman onthe same 
train, was terribly crushed and died in a few 
moments after the collision. John Lamonte, 
a brakeman, jumped asthe trains came to- 
gether. His left ankle wascrushed and one 
of his ribs was fractured. James McDermott, 
engineer of the down train, jumped just before 
the collision. Hisshoulder was dislocated and 
he was otherwise bruised. The two latter will 
recover. The cause of the accident was due to 
disobedience of orders. 


Why Some Preachers are Mad. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 28.—[{Special./—

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P.O. SULLIVAN SAIDTO HAVE MADE 
4 CONFESSION, 


IMPLICATING SEVERAL OTHER MEN. 
The Coroner's Jury Visite chee Cottage Where 
the Murder Was Committed—A Detec- 
tive’s Thin Story. 
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Cuicaco, Ill., May 28.—The Times in a late 
edition has the following: 

“Patrick O. Sullivan has lifted the veil of 
conspiracy, He has made a full confession 
and has given to the police the names of ex ery 
oue he knew implicated in the murder of Dr. 
Cronin. 

“Sullivan was neatly trapped. Day after 

whe has been subjected to the questioning 
of the oflicers. Day after day he lied, But 
no liar lives who, questioned by different men 
at different times, can weave a woof of false- 
hood so strongly as to make it appear to be 
truth’s fabric. The ice man did not know 
that on the very night that Dr. Cronin was 
murdered the police took posse: 
bloodstained gottage at 1827 Ashland avehue. 
But such was the ease. 

“The police pumped Sullivan last Thursday. 
He contradicted himself frequently. Then 
they told him their suspicions and gave him 


| enough truth to show that they knew more 


than he thought they did. The next dav Sul- 
livan changed his tune and more contradie- 
tions foltowed. This lying continued until 
yesterday. Then 
HE DECIDED TO TELL THE TRUTH, 

and by so doing save himself from the fate 
that surely awaits the slayers of Dr. Cronin. 
He notified Captain Schaack of his resolution. 
Atl1l o'clock yesterday morning Sullivan was 
taken into Captain Wing’s private oftice. He 
was confronted by Captain Schaack and 
Schuttler took long.hand notes of the confes- 
sion. 

‘It took many hours to tell the story, from 
11:30 o'clock in the morning until six in the 
evening they talked. But every awful detail 
of the crime.was reviewed. Finally the story 
was ended and Sullivan fell back in his chair 
exhausted. Mayor Boldeweck, of Lake View, 
who knows Sullivan and had great influence 
with him, was called in during the afternoon 
and took part in the conference. Mayor Bolde- 
weck told Sullivan tg makea clean breast of 
it, 

‘“Tt will all be found out anyway,’ said the 
mayor, ‘and for God’s sake don’t keep back a 
single thing.’ 

SULLIVAN TOOK HIS FRIEND’S ADVICE, 

‘tle confessed that he had known DanCough- 
lin for many years instead of having made his 
acquaintance shortly after the murder. The 
ice man admitted that he was a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael in good standing, and was pres- 
entat Lincoln hall the night of March 22d, 
when Dr. Cronin officiated at the initiation of 
several pew mombers of the order. The _ pris- 
oner Said he was formerly a street car conduc- 
tor, and that Whalen, his brother-in-law, who 
lives with him, isa street car conductor now. 
Coughlin is also an ex-street car employe, hav- 
ing been a driver. While in the employ of the 
North Side street car company Sullivan natu- 
rally became acquainted with many detectives 
and policemen, especially those on the north 
side. This was one of the facts brought to Sul- 
livan’s notice, to disprove his statement that 
he was unacquainted with any of the officers, 
that caused him to break down. 

“Sullivan said that he had worked in iron 
mines of Northern Michigan and at Hancock, 
and became acquinted with relatives of Detec- 
tive Coughlin. Sullivan revealed the whole 
plot and names of all those connected with the 
great crime. Mayor Boldeweck said last night 
that the statement was of a most startling na- 
ture. ‘It implicates many, but I must not 
talk.’ Several sensational arrests may be ex- 
pectod today.”’ 

THE MAYOR DENIES IT. 

Mavor Boldeweck, of Lake View, was seen 
this morning by a reporter, and was asked for 
a confirmation of the published statement to 
the effect that the ice man, P. O. Sallivan, 
had made a full confession of the plot to kill 
Dr. Cronin, and of the manner in which it 
was carried out. The mayor declared that it 
was not true. 

THE CRIMINALS INDICTED. 

Detective Daniel Coughlin, Patrick O’Sulli- 
van, the ice man, and Frank J. Black, alias 
Woodruff, were indicted: by the grand jury 
tLis evening for the murder of Dr. Cronin. 
This result was reached after an investigation, 
which began at noon and lasted seven hours, 
during which a dozen witnesses were exam- 
ined and a mass of evidence considered. The 
three prisoners were included in one indict- 
ment, to. which there were three courts, 
one charging them with killing Dr. 
Cronin with blunt instruments, the second 
alleging the use of a sharp instrument and 
third, instrument and means unknown. 

No evidence was introduced to prove con- 
spiracv, and Cronin’s private papers were not 
placed before the grand jury. The witnesses 
called were those whose stories have been told, 
in general outline if not in detail, in the press. 
Judge Longenecker thonght it advisable to 
tighten the coils into which the three prison- 
ers had already been drawn, and fasten them 
with indictments, probably to prevent any at- 
tempt to secure the release of one or more of 
them on bail. 

The grand jury took only one vote after 
hearing the witnesses,and that was unanimous 
for indicting all three prisoners. The state’s 
attorney, Longenecker, said tonight that no 
mention of Clan-na-Gael affairs bad been made 
in the juryroom. “The charge of conspiracy 
was not investigated,’’ he added,‘‘and Cronin’s 
papers were not brought in. Those matters 
will come later, probably before another grand 
jury.’ 

THE CLAN-NA-GAEL. 

Two hundred delegates representing 11 local 
camps of the Clan-na-Gael met tonight at No. 
143 Randolph street, to take action regarding 
the murder of Dr. Cronin. Luke Dillon, of 
Philadelphia, presided. ‘The following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

We, representatives of the Clan-na-Gael, place on 
record our utter detestation of the crime of assas 


sination, and we enter our solemn protest against | 


the evident attempt of the muderers of our 
brother to place the crime of his death on our or- 
der. Itisnotthespiritof nor the object of the 
Clan-na-Gael, and we repudiate it and hereby 
pledge our best efforts toaidin hunting down the 
‘riminals, and to vindicate law and ord er 

The two warrants for Daniel Coughlin and 
Patrick O. Sullivan are not the only ones that 
have been issued in the case, 

EIGHT OTHERS WERE PLACED 
in the hands of detectives today and taken to 
different parts of the city and Lakeview. 

THE CORONER'S JURY 

which is to investigate the death of Dr. 
Cronin met in the coroner’s office this morn- 
o'clock.

) The jurors went through all the 
rooms of the houses and examined the blood 
stains carefully. The coroner says the mur- 
derers peinted the floor to hide the blood 
stains, and that they done it at night. 
- “How do you know they painted at night,’’ 
asked Juror Seiferd. ss

Juror Sutter tried his foot on one of the foot- 
steps, and found that it was a mark of a much 
larger foot than hisown. It must have beena 
man strong enough to handle a dozen Dr. Cro- 
wins, They started from the house and follow- 
ed Belimont avenne to Evanston avenue, and 
icvansion avenue to Argyle park. 

Lieutenant Spengler pointed out the spot 
near Sultzer street, where the bloody trunk 
wae fonnd, and balf an hour later the entire 
party gathered around the catch basin in 
which Cronin’s body was found. The coroner 
pried off the top and the jurors gazed at the 
bits of fluffy cotton still sticking to the boards. 

“This shows that Cronin’s body was carried 
in the trunk,” said the coroner, “for the cot- 
ton we see here is like the cotton fonnd in the 
trunk and in the cottage.’’ 

On the way to the city the procession stopped 
but once at the corner of Federick and Clark 
Streets. The police heutenant pointed out 
the spot where the officer stood, who saw the 
three men, horse, wagon and trunk going 
north on the night of the murder. The in- 
quest was set for tomorrow morning at ten 
o'clock, and will be held in the coroner’s 
ouice, 

Frank Woodruff, the horse thief. was 
breught before Judge Williamson this morn- 
ing to plead to the charge of larceny as bailee. 
Hie entered a plea of “not guilty’’ and was 
taken back to jail. Woodruff is the man who 
says he carried the body in a wagon to Lincoln 
park on the night of Cronin’s disappearance.

WOODRUFE'S CONFESSION, 
The Herse Thief’s Story of How the Murder 
Was Committed. 

OricaGco, May 28.—Frank Woodruff, alias 
Frank Black, has been taken into camp by 
Captain [Schaack, and he has told the whole 
story of his connection with Cronin’s murder. 
According to statements he has made to the 
captain, he was not directly connected with 
the murder, but implicated as the driver of 
the wagon which disposed of the dead man’s 
body in the catch basin, where it was fourd. 

Woodruff has been taken to the scene of 
Cronin’s murder, and also to the sewer where 
the body was found and the place where the 
trunk was firstseon. Woodruff gave driving 
directions to the detectives who managed 
the reins, and in every instance  tal- 
lied with what has already been supposed. He 
was directed by those who had charge of that 
part of the conspiracy, and whose names 
Captain Schaack reserved for reasons that are 
palpable, to go to Dinan’s livery stable where 
he would obtain a horse and wagon. He had 
already been instructed to drive the outfit to 
the neighborhood of Carson cottage, and he 
also knew for what purpose he was to go there. 
W oodruff arrived at the cottage about twenty 
minutes before Dr. Cronin was driven up, and 
placed his horse and wagon at a pOint near 
the cottage where he could hear them on the 
front steps. 

Dr. Cronin came and in three-quarters of an 
hour thereafter a man who was known as 
Williams opened the front door 

AND GAVE THE SIGNAL 

by stamping his feet on the wooden porch. 
Woodruff at once drove up, and, assisted by 
him, the trunk was loaded in the wagon. 
Two men followed the trunk and directed 
Woodruff, -who continued as driver, to 
take them to a certain point which 
he desiginated to Captain Shaack. 
Had not an iuterruption come from the 
Lakeview policemen the trunk would have 
been unloaded. This smashed the origimal 
plan of the two men and immediate steps were 
taken to get out of the officer’s way. This 
was done by taking a circuitous route, which 
again brought them to the Evanston road. 
They had now been drinking for nearly an 
hour, with their ghastly load and one of the 
men suggested the sewer. A stop was made 
at the fifty-ninth street interseetion of the Ey- 
anston road, ‘Thejtop was taken off the man- 
hole at the southeast corner, and the trunk 
lifted from the wagon. It wasthen anew and 
UNEXPECTED DIFFICULTY PRESENTED ITSELF, 
While it was possible to drop the trunk in the 
lake with the body, it was impossible to thus 
dispose of the coverof the manhole. Then 
they decided to drop the body into the catcliba- 
sin and then take the trunk back to the cottage, 
When they tried to open the trunk they found 
the key had been lost. Williams said there 
was no time to be lost, and he kicked in the 
lid of the trank. The three lifted the body 
out, and deposited it in the sever, as it was 
found. Thé trunk was agaiu placed on the 
wagon. It was intended to go south for a dis- 
tance, to drive north to the cottage, and there 
deposit the trunk. 

“Right here,’’ said Woodruff to Captain 
Schaack, which was the exact spot where the 
trunk was found, ‘‘we heard the noise of wagon 
wheels from the south, and the two men, one 
of whom had been sitting on the trunk, picked 
up the box and threw it out of the wagon. I 
was urged to whip up the horse and drive 
west. When we reached Fullerton avenue 
both men said good night to me and-left the 
wagon.’’ 

The remainder of the contession is devoted 
to Woodruff’s wandering with the horse and 
wagon in his attempt tosell them. He also 
sevs in his confession there is nothingin the 
woman’s story he has heard today. The 
enormity of the crime never dawned upon him 
until he had taken part init. When arrested 
he knew he was ina ‘‘bad box.’’ The names 
of King and Fairburn were those of two 
old friends, and they came to him on the spur 
of the moment. *They had nothing whatever 
to do with the case.

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MAN USED POISON. 


A BROTHER OF HE RVICTIM TESTIFIES: 


He Tells of Visits to Mrs. Maybrick’s House 
and of Her Strange Movements--Poi- 
son Found in the House. 

LIVERPOOL, May 28.—The inquest over the 
body of Maybrick, whose death is supposed to 
have been caused by poison administered by 
his wife, was begun today. Michael Maybrick, 
the brother of the deceased, testified that he 
had visited his brother during his illmess, and 
had warned Mrs, Maybrick that he suspected 
his brother was receiving improper treatment. 
The wile insisted upon her right to nurse her 
husband. Witness thereupon summoned two 
doctors andarew nurse. He also seized a 
bottle containing brandy and an extract of 
meat. At a later visit witness found Mrs. 
Maybrick changing the contents and labels of 
the medicine bottles. He remonstrated with 


| her and asked her how she dare do such. 
| thing. 


She replied that there was sediment in 
the bottle. Witness again caused a change of 
nurse tobe made, Notwithstanding his pre- 
cautions, however, his brother grew worse and 
died in a short time. He was delirious towards 
the end. After his death the nurse gave wit- 
ness a parce! labeled 
“ARSENIC POISON FOR CATS.” 

It contained several bottles in which was 
white fluid and trom which the labels had 
been erased. Witness placed the bottles under 
seal anid gave them to the police. 

Alice Japp, the nurse who had charge of 
Maybrick’s children, was next examined. 
She produced a letter which was addressed to 
&@ man named Brierly, in Liverpool, and 
which was given to the witness by Mrs. May- 
brick, the prisoner. While on her way to do 
this, witness dropped the letter in the mud. 
The envelope was soiled, and witness opened 
the letter with the intention of placing it in 
another envelope. In doing this she noticed 
that the letter contained a number of endear- 
ing words. The following sentences particu- 
larly attracted her attention: 

Dearest, husband is sick unto death. All depends 
upon how long his strength can hold out, Darling, 
rel‘eve your mind of all fear of discovery, now or in 
the future, In any casc, do not leave England till 
I see you once again. 

Witness, instead of posting the letter, 

GAVE IT TO EDWIN MAYBRICK. 

After Maybrick died, witness found in the 
linen closet a box rolled up inasheet. The 
box belonged to Mrs, Maybrick, and contained 
a package of powder, labeded poison. 

Evidence was given to the effect that Mrs. 
Maybrick bought a quantity of arsenical fly 
papers, and that she apparently tampered 
with the patient’s food and medicines. On 
one occasion deceased reproached his wife, 
saying: ‘‘How could you do it?’’ Other wit- 
nesses testified to the wife’s hatred of de- 
ceased, and to herthreatening to give it to 
him hot for publicly upbraiding her.

GROWING IMPATIENT. 
The French Government to be Interpellated 
in Regard to Boulanger. 

Paris. May 28.— In the chamber of deputies 
today, M. Laguerre gave notice ths e« would 
interpellate the governmentinre! .on to the 
delay of the senate in making a report in the 
case of General Boulanger. 

President Meline replied that while he was 
desirous to respect the liberty of the tribune, 
it wonld be_ impossible to allow M. Laguerre 
to make such an interpellatiou. The 
he said, was entirely independent in this mat- 
ter,as the issue was ofa judicial character. The 
chamber had no right or power to interfere. 

M. Laguerre referred to the recent interpel- 
lations made in the chamber concerning the 
slowness of certain judicial action. The pres- 
ident of the senate while setting in a case like 
that of Boulanger was similar to an examin- 
ing judge, and the government had the right 
to inform him that the procedure was slow. 
If no debate was permitted on his interpella- 
tion, public opinion would severely judge par- 
limentarianism and the chamber would ex- 
hibit a fear of universal suffrage. 

These remarks caused an uproar. When it 
subsided, M. De Cassaguac declared that M. 
Meline had taken it upon himself to assume 
the guardianship of the majority. He asked 
the republicans to show some decency, and de- 
nounced the president’s decision as an ignoble 
mockery of justice. 

Here there was a renewal of uproar. M. 
De Cassagnae, in conclusion, said if the depu- 
ties retained any feeling of shame, courage or 
duty, they would vote to allow M. Laguerre to 
proceed with his interpelliation. The chamber 
after passing a vote censuring M. Cassagnac, 
proceeded with the order of the day bv a vote 
of 306 to 216,

A Young Georgian Who Was on the Nipsic 
at the Time of the Great Storm—What 
Hie Has to Say.

Turnley has bee n beard from for the first time 
since the great storm swept over Samoan Is- 
lands. He ison United States steamship ** Nip- 
sic.’ The classic tub escaped from going to 
the bottom, but was badly wrecked. 

The letter from George was received Sun- 
day and was written to his father and mother. 
The last letter received from him was during 
jast winter and it was dated December 5th. 
While it has been supposed that he did not 
lose his life when the destructive hurricane 
did so much damage to the vessels In the har- 
bor at Apia, yet this is the first definite infor- 
mation about him. Young Turnley has been 
on the “Nipsic’’ at Samoa ever since last fall.

WOOLFOLK ON YO AGAIN. 
Notorious Prisoner Will 
Thousand Dollars. 
Macon, Ga., May 28.—[Special.]—Once 
ag ain Tom W oolfolk becomes a leading topic 
of conversation, by reason of his trial set to 
take place at Perry, on Monday, June 3d, 
Arrangements have been made by 
Central railroad to run a_ special train 
to Perry from Macon on Sunday night, 
leaving here at 6:30, in order to accommudate 
the witnesses, lawyers and all others connected 
with the case. There will be fully 150 such 
persons. There are 125 witnesses alone, and 
toeach of these witnesses Bibb county will 
have to pay $2 per day and allow 6 2-3 cents 
per mile for every mile traveled going to and 
from the trial. It is estimated that the Perry 
trial will cost Bibb county not less than seven 
thousand dollars (87,000.) 

It is — that both sides will be ready 
for trial. Captain Rutherford has announced 
that he willbe well enough to go into the 
trial. Woolfolk himself says that he is anxious 
for the trial to take place. He says that he is 
tired staying in jail and does not wish any 
postponement.

This itself would make alarge hole in the 
trust, but it has been supplemented in a 
way that will give it extraordinary effect. 
The South Carolina farmers have concluded 
to order the same amount, and so have the 
Louisiana farmers. This six million yards 
of cotton bagging will make a big hole in 
the estimate of the bagging trust, and there 
isno doubt thatif the Alliance stands up 
to its promises, the jute manufacturers will 
find themselves considerably in the lurch. 

This is the natural outcome of an out- 
rageous attempt to rob the cotton planters 
of the south, and any result that will save 
them and destroy the trust will be wel- 
comed by good people in all parts of the 
country. 

The manufacture of cotton bagging, 
Which willtake the place of jute bagging, 
will establish new industries and create a 
demand for the low grades of cotton. With 
these new faetories in operation, the farm- 
ers can increase their acreage without fear 
of overrunning the market. 

A Michigan Affair. 

In our dispatches yesterday morning 
there is an account of a most brutal lynch- 
ing that occurred in Michigan. ‘The victim 
was anegro, and, but for the exceptional 
cruelty and brutality of his taking off, the 
crime might have been committed in the 
barbarous south. 

There is no doubt that the negro richly 
deserved his fate. Thecrime he committed 
was a capital one, and there was no need for 
the people to wait on judge and jury nor 
suffer the tediousness of the law’s delay. 

But the point is this: If this lynching, 
with its special and spectacular barbarity, 
had occurred in the south, we should never 
hear the end of it in the northern republican 
newspapers. 

According to all accounts, a crime com- 
mitted in the sonth is a good deal blacker 
than precisely the same crime committed at 
the north. To bribe a voter is a small 
offense atthe north; to buy a negro’s vote 
at the south is a political felony. At the 
north, the property-owners maintain that 
they have to control their own affairs. At 
the south, when the property-owners make 
a similar claim the northern newspapers say 
that the negro vote is suppressed, and so it 
foes. 

But the Michigan episode, cruel as it is, 
shows that the American of the north is not 
ereatly different from the American of the 
south, and the affair ought to be a warning

The Jacksonville Experiment. 
From the Springfield, Mass., Republican. 


Governor Fleming, of Florida, in accordance 
with the new charter of Jacksonville, bas ap- 
pointed 18 mento act as the city council. Eleven 
of these are democrats and seven republicans, 
The object of this charter was to place the city 
government completely in the bands of the demo- 
crais, This council willatonce elect a mayor, a 
board of public works anda board of police com- 
missioners. The police commissioners are given 
complete control ofthe police department, appoint- 
ing and removing policemen at will. The council 


is further authorized to issue city bonds to the ex-~ 
tent of $750,000, provided the issue is approved by 
popular vote ata special elect’on, and the whole 
manipulation of the bonds, including the levy of 
special taxes to meet the interest, is placed in the 
hands of this couneil. 

It is generally agreed that the weak spot in our 
political policy, based upon universal sutfrage, is 
municipal government. This is due to the large 
per centage of ignorant votersin city populations, 
During the last decade an unprecedented number 
of important cities have applied for and seenred 
amended ciiarters, and the genera! drift has been 
away fromthe rule of a city council, and toward 
the concentration of powerand responsibility in the 
hands of the mayor, Experience’ has thus far 
shown that the drift has been in the right direction. 
The Jacksonville charter cannot be classified under 
either of these heads. It isa heroic method applied 
to exceptional circumstances. Republican bosses 
using the colored vote obstructed pians for the san. 
itary regulation of the city, andin orderto beina 
position to ward off future yellow fever epidemics, 
the right of locai government, so far as the election 
of officers is concerned, was surrendered to the goy- 
ernor ofthe state. There is talk at Jacksonville of 
making this a permanent condition, but this would 
only be a confession that the people are not intelli- 
-gent enough to select their own political agents,

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THE IMPROVED EDISON PHONOGRAPH 


Exhibited in Atlanta—It Reproduces the 
Quality of the Human Voice, 


The Bell-Tinker graphophone and the ime 
proved Edison phonograph are in the city 
spending afew daysat the Kimball house. 
Though differing somewhat in appearance, 
they talk and sing and play pretty much like 
other folks. 

The graphophone was exhibited here last 
September and attracted some attention, but 
the Edison phonograph, which appears here in 
its improved form for the first time, makes a 
much greater impression, 

From one end of a large room it poured out 
eornet solos, the shrill shriek and rattle of 
the fife and drum and the blare of a Fourteenth 
street orchestra in succession. 

You could almost see a troop of cavalry 
wheeling in sight, as the martial cornet 
sounded the bugle call. Then the tramp, 
tramp of infantry, as the shriek and rattle of 
the fifeand drum came on, first faintly and 
far away, then nearer and nearer, till their 
noisy roar seemed to come directly from the 
street below. It was almost impossible not to 
believe that the phonograph had caught a part 
of the centennial parade in New York, and re- 
produced it in Atlanta. 

Various airs were reproduced so as to be 
heard and enjoyed by all the occupants of the 
room, A band played La Paloma, the “Old 
Folks at Home,” and suddenly broke in with 
Dixie. The cornet solo was almost perfect 
and the pecniiar ring of wood was recognized 
in the zylophone reproduction. The machine 
seemed to failon the voice of an operatic 
singer, but she was a French woman and the 
phonograph didn’t understand her language. 
This was evident from the fact that it repro- 
duced with wonderful faithfulness the voice 
of the young man who was operating it, and 
sang Anne Laurie after another gentleman 
with a great deal of feeling. 

Those who heard the harsh, unearthly tones 
of the tin foil phonograph ten years ago are 
most surprised by the great advance made in 
the reproduction of the human voice. From 
these experiments it can no longer be doubted 
that the quality as well as the pitch cau be re- 
produced. In fact, it has already been done 
to a wonderful extent. The metallic ring is 
not yet lost, but if Mr. Edison improves his 
machine hereafter as he has in the past, it will 
not be long before we can assemble in Atlanta 
to hear a great speech in congress or to hear 
Talmage or Heber Newton or Gladstone. 

When a historic speech like that of Sie 
Charles Russell is delivered, people all over the 
world will be assembling in halls for weeks 
ufterward to hear it, and even before he dies 
the old man eloquent may send his rich tones 
ringing round the world to aunounce the tri- 
umph of home rule.

The 
officer was waving his club around and Cap- 
tain Joyner was afraid that the officer would 
inadvertently strike some of the ladies. As 
he approached the gate he called on the officer 
to hold up his stick and not to swing it around 
20 recklessly, at the same time holding out his 
arm tokeep the crowd from pushing and 
crowding too much.
